4. Claims 21-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 21, 32, and 38 are methods [and an apparatus] claims that do nothing 
more than determining a path between nodes in a packet network. The generating, 
modifying, and determining steps lack a practical application that produces useful, 
concrete and tangible results. The steps are merely calculating to find a path for a new 
demand, which are not considered as "practical application". For example, it is required 
to have a final practical step in the claims such as transmitting a packet according to the 
determined path.
